If the trade of 
Tong-King with Yanna amounted, in 
1896, to £364,715, tho irans-frontier trade 
of Burmah amounted to £260,000, and is 
expanding at a more rapid tate. . 

‘The case of Yunnan may be one for sr- 
rangement ; and if exterpal influence can- 
not be altogether excluded Hor Majesty's 
Government will doubtless censider how 
the interests of Tong-Hing and Burmah 
can bo conoiliated so that freo ingress and 
fair play shall bo proserved. Tho progress 
mado with Tong-King railways has not 
been rapid : and the proposed extension to 
Yunvan-fu may be long in completion.
